It was pointed out by the uedersi^ied that although 
in developing Urn outline a deliberate attempt bed been node to answer 
the ssejor questions , the primary objective was to develop wll-organtoed, 
notional basic intelligence coverage cm this toereesAngly Important 
field that sou Id reflect a comma ity rather than a purely departmental 
approach, and thus obviate the need for the may departmental publications 
cm the subject. Further, the Interagency structure and authority of 
the BIS Program would offer the coordination necessary to insure that 
the preno^tlves as veil as the requirements of each Ccnounity camber 
are adequately taken into account* 

3* la answer to Mr. Earns question about the proposed flection 57 
duplicating other eleueuts of the it vas pointed out that background 
material would be presented only to noting geographic, political, social, 
and economic factors that directly toptoge on d incidence and iasurgetury. 
Begirding State’s concern that certain topics to the outline seemed to 
invite estimative content, it was explained that ssetion 57 producers 
did not intend to deal with the more current and transitory ratters or 
with i” •edict ions that 30 beyond a atete;«ent of established trends. In
